Mayor to seek grant to conduct 
brownfield assessment

The Agawam City Council 
unanimously voted Tuesday, Sept. 
4, to authorize Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen to submit a grant ap- 
plication to MassDevelopment to 
conduct a brownfield assessment 
for the former Games and Lanes 
property located on Walnut Street 
Ext. 

Councilor Joseph Mineo was 
not present at the meeting. 

According to the resolution, the 
property, located at 346-350 Wal- 
nut St., “is abandoned, blighted 
and has been the subject of exten- 
sive hazardous waste clean up ef- 
forts for over 10 years.” 

Cohen sought authorization 
from the city council to apply for 
$50,000 from the state to hire a 
consultant in order to determine 
the extent of contamination at the 
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site, which was home to a com- 
mercial dry cleaning business 
from the 1960s to 1980s. Since 
1989, the site has been the sub- 
ject of numerous remediation ac- 
tivities including soil removal and 
groundwater pump-and-treat and 
soil vapor extraction to address 
high levels of chlorinated solvents 
found there. 

Agawam Planning and Commu- 
nity Development Director Debo- 
rah Dachos has been working to 
locate a developer who would 
be interested in redeveloping the 
property, but said that private busi- 
nesses are hesitant to take on such 
a project. She believes the town 
would be in a better position to 
market the property — which is 
part of a priority economic devel- 
opment site for the town — after 
the cost of remediation is deter- 
mined. 

“I think it’s a great idea,’ said 
Councilor Gina M. Letellier at 
Tuesday’s meeting. “My concern 
is what if the cost exceeds the

AGAWAM — As a youngster, Mario 
Fiore was so excited about auto racing 
that before he could even drive he would 
often walk from his Springfield home to 
Agawam’s Riverside Park Speedway. 

Like many boys, Fiore dreamed about 
owning a fast race car. Unlike most, his 
dream came true. 

Fiore became one of New England’s top 
race car owners. His cars were legendary 
at Riverside — which closed 13 years ago 
— and other racetracks from New England 
to Florida. During his more than 30-year 
career, Fiore’s cars claimed approximately 
250 wins and numerous racetrack cham- 
pionships. 

Currently retired as a race car owner, 
Fiore serves as sporting director for the 
Mega-Speed Sporting Group in Agawam. 
He formed the company several years ago 
to provide public relations and marketing 
services for motorsports in New England. 

Peer recognition 

Fiore’s accomplishments were recently 
recognized by his peers, friends, and for- 
mer rivals when he was voted into a local 
racing hall of fame. Fiore was one of eight 
people — six of whom were also connected 
with Riverside — inducted into the New 
England Auto Racers Hall of Fame’s Class 
of 2012 in late January. 

The hall of fame was created by the 
New England Antique Racers (NEAR), a 
nonprofit organization formed in 1981 to 
support New England auto racing. NEAR 
has about 400 members and 80 antique 
race cars. Its members often hold exhi- 
bition events at local race tracks in New

England that feature original and historical 
replica race cars. 

Rollie Jacobs, a former TV sportscaster 
and the voice of the Riverside Park Speed- 
way for 36 years, introduced Fiore at the 
induction banquet in East Windsor, Conn. 
Jacobs called Fiore one of the “premier” 
owners and one of the “the good guys in 
racing and in life.” 

The event also reunited Fiore with many 
of his former team members — including 
his two original partners, Duke Bedard 
and Steve Glamazind.

Revamped AHS cafeteria offers healthier meals

The AHS cafeteria was trans- 
formed this summer to resemble a 
fast service-style restaurant. While 
it’s not quite like a Subway, there 
are special “meal deals” and re- 
modeled serving areas where stu- 
dents can watch new — and healthi- 
er — food choices being prepared. 

The physical makeover of the 
cafeteria is minor, but lunch and 
snack selections received a major 
overhaul. Entrees are now served 
with more fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles, and contain fewer animal fats, 
less sugar, and more whole grains. 
Calories have been reduced, too. 
Drinks like Snapple and snacks 
like Cheetos are gone — replaced 
with healthier alternatives. 

Joseph Lecuyer, the school 
department’s director of food ser- 
vices, said with a new federal law 
being rolled out over the next two 
school years and a new state law 
regulating snack items, it was an 
opportunity to remake the school 
lunch menu. 

Lecuyer said the regulations are 
forcing schools to reduce calories, 
sodium, sugar, and fat content for 
student meals. Food and snacks 
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Geoff Ramsey, a former chef with 30 years of food ser- 
vice experience and a consultant with Connecticut-based 
School Food Marketing, explained the impact of new 
federal and state regulations requiring schools to serve 
healthier lunches and snacks to school committee mem- 
bers in June. 


containing trans-fats have been 
eliminated, replaced by more 
whole grains for breads and pastas 
and more fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles. Canned fruits will no longer 
have syrup or extra sugar. 


He previewed the new menu 
selections — and provided samples 
— for school committee members 
in June shortly before work began 
at the AHS cafeteria.

Auto glass law could 
impact body shops

FEEDING HILLS — Gov. Deval Patrick 
signed a new law with several provisions af- 
fecting the auto glass business in the state of 
Massachusetts in early August. 

The proprietor of a Feeding Hills busi- 
ness, Don Vermette of Vermette Auto Body, 
said in a recent conversation that he hasn’t 
been following the legislation. 

“T’m not a glass shop, this is auto body,’ he 
said, adding that if a customer needs a wind- 
shield replaced Vermette will replace it. 

The law signed last month imposes new 
paperwork requirements for shop owners. 
Any shop that offers glass repair services 
must “maintain records for each motor vehi- 
cle upon which ... glass repair services have 
been performed” concerning the parts that 
were provided: glass, accessories, mould- 
ings, and adhesives, it says. 

Another important feature of the law is 
its anti-steering provision, prohibiting insur- 
ance companies, adjusters, or third-party ad- 
ministrators from mandating that the insured 
use a particular shop or from using unfair 
or deceptive means to steer insured vehicle 
owners to a particular shop. The law pro- 
vides for fines for violations. 

Similar disputes have broken out in many 
states, and independent glass repair shops 
have sought relief from their respective leg- 
islatures. Some may now look to the Mas- 
sachusetts law as a model. 

Repair or replace 

The enactment of the new law does not 
immediately implement the changes it con- 
templates. Rather, the law requires the Com- 
missioner of Insurance to “promulgate rules 
and regulations” (or make it widely known) 
for their administration and enforcement 
within 180 days after it became law. 

Vermette said he doesn’t’ “repair glass,” 


though he does “replace glass.” As advice to

those of our readers who own and operate 
cars, he said that if you have a crack in the 
line of sight of the driver, specifically, “in the 
area covered by the windshield wipers,” you 
should get the glass replaced, and insurance 
should cover that. 

Despise his distinction between repairing 
and replacing glass, the new law clearly af- 
fects his shop. It specifically defines a “mo- 
tor vehicle glass repair shop” as a business 
that “repairs or replaces or undertakes to re- 
pair or replace motor vehicle glass.” 

Vermette is familiar with controversy over 
the practices of insurance companies as to 
steering. 

“That’s been going on for a long time,” he 
said, as has resistance to it. He seemed re- 
lieved to learn of the victory of the forces of 
resistance in this bill. 

He wasn’t happy about the prospect of ad- 
ditional paperwork, though. It is “almost not 
worth doing it [glass work] any more” if the 
costs are too high. But he stressed the “almost” 
there. He expects that he will continue to do 
such work for any customer who needs it.

Ce It’s a term we often savor in 
society, yet too many fail to practice its 
true meaning as a guiding philosophy along 
life’s eternal journey. 

Paid professional politics aside - a warped 
stage where compassion is often overshad- 
owed by egos, party favoritism and hidden 
agendas - it appears to many that our country 
and Commonwealth are on the wrong path 
of goodness as this new century unfolds into 
its second decade.

According to the national Center for Com- 
passion and Altruism Research and Educa- 
tion - yes such a non-profit entity is sadly 
needed in our society - a study published 
by Northeastern University recently exam- 
ined the ability of compassion felt toward 
one person to reduce punishment directed 
at another. The study’s abstract found, “The 
use of a staged interaction in which one in- 
dividual cheats to earn higher compensation 
than others resulted in heightened third-par- 
ty punishment being directed at the cheater. 


However, among participants who were in- 
duced to feel compassion toward a separate 
individual, punishment of the cheater disap- 
peared even though the cheater clearly in- 
tended to cheat and showed no remorse for 
doing so. Moreover, additional analyses re- 
vealed that the reduction in punishment was 
directly mediated by the amount of compas- 
sion participants experienced toward the 
separate individual.” 

In other words, compassion is defined as 
the embodiment and recognition of another 
person’s suffering coupled with a sincere 
desire to alleviate that suffering. And with 
that compassion comes happiness and inter- 


nal peace. 

For folks whose compassion meter has 
been challenged as of late, we forgive you 
and openly welcome your help. There’s still 
plenty of time and opportunity to change 
your thinking. Instead of being so insular or 
self centered, there are endless ways locally 
to burst that frozen barometer to give more 
of your heart, time, or money. And thus im- 
prove society and yourself in the process. 
For example, this newspaper offers weekly 
volunteer opportunities in our calendar sec- 
tion, and we regularly publish stories and 
news briefs about ways to get involved as 
a volunteer or to contribute in some way to

over the years,” said Fiore, 62. “It was also 
impressive to be recognized by my peers 
with the hall of fame induction. For me, it 
was the pinnacle of my racing career.” 

For most of his career, Fiore raced in 
NASCAR’s Modified division with the num- 
ber “44” painted on the side. Cars compet- 
ing in this division aren’t based on “stock” 
production cars, but rather on “modified” 
passenger cars. 


Career starts with $300 

Fiore’s number 44 cars became legendary 
for being parked in victory lane or for finish- 
ing among the top cars. Fiore launched his 
racing career in 1969 while still an 18-year- 
old college student. 

That summer he had just completed his 
freshman year of marketing and manage- 
ment courses at Western New England Col- 
lege (now Western New England Universi- 
ty). Fiore was selling color racing photos at 
Riverside and other area racetracks when he 
“invested” $300 to become part-owner of a 
°56 Chevy with Bedard and Galmazind. 

Some of his buddies had started building 
the Chevy, but decided to sell it. This be- 
came Fiore’s opportunity to join the racing 
ranks instead of just being a spectator. 

Gary Colturi, arising racing star, was hired 
to drive the car. The team’s high hopes got 
off to a discouraging start when the car was 
“black flagged” and ordered off the track in 
their first race that August at Riverside. 

‘Tm not 100 percent sure of what hap- 
pened, but I think Gary spun out on the 
backstretch and the officials weren’t happy 
with the way he pulled back on the track,” 
recalled Fiore. 

The next weekend, the team entered the 
car in a race in Westborough. They won. It 
was shortly after Fiore’s 19th birthday. 

“It was the 11th hour in the racing season, 
but we were having a lot of fun,’ he added. 
Fiore was hooked — and in the offseason he 
became serious about racing. 


A new car, a string of wins, 


then tragedy 

“We built a more powerful race car — a 09 
Chevelle we called the ‘Screaming Yellow 
Zonker,” Fiore said. Off to the races they 
went in 1970, winning 13 feature races that 
season competing in the United Stock Car 
Racing Cub — a precursor to NASCAR. 

Fiore soon said good-bye to college and 
hello to being a full-time race car owner. 

The 1970 season began a remarkable string 
of track successes for Fiore and Colturi as 
owner and driver. “Gary liked to live in the 
fast lane, and he lived for racing. When Gary 
was killed in a motorcycle accident in 1973, 
it took the wind out of our sails. He was our 
team’s centerpiece and we were at the top of 
our game when he died,” said Fiore. 

Colturi’s untimely death was a personal 
and professional shock to the Fiore team. It 
took them awhile to regroup, and with an up 
and coming driver at the wheel of the Ch- 
evelle — now repainted orange — they again 
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took to the tracks. 

But their new driver didn’t work out, so 
Fiore hired a seasoned veteran, built a new 
high-tech, modern race car, and tried again. 
In 1974, Fiore’s car led every lap from green 
flag to checkered flag to win the coveted 
Riverside 500 “team” race. 

“If you won the Riverside 500, your sea- 
son was a success — no matter what happened 
before or after that race,” said Fiore. 

Two years later, Fiore hired race driver 
Reggie Ruggiero. Together, they became 
a formidable force on area race tracks be- 
tween 1976 and the late 1990s. Ruggiero, 
who didn’t drive continuously for Fiore 
during that time, was also inducted into the 
auto racing hall of fame this past January. In 
addition to Ruggiero, about 15 other drivers 
piloted cars for Fiore during his career. 


Racing ends at Riverside 

The demise of the Riverside Park Speed- 
way (see sidebar) in 1999 had a major im- 
pact, not only for local racing fans, but also 
for local teams. Although Fiore was the 
NASCAR Whelen Modified Tour champi- 
onship owner in 2000, he retired in 2001. 

A major reason Fiore retired was that 
many of the local and national corporate 
sponsors for teams like his ended when Riv- 
erside closed. 

“Riverside was one of the most popular 
tracks in the area — almost everything re- 
volved around it — and we depended on the 
money from those sponsors,” said Fiore. 

Although he has been a retired owner for 
more than a decade, Fiore may be on the 
verge of a comeback. He’s been advising 
a young racer from eastern Massachusetts, 
Tommy Barrett Jr., who’s had a number of

wins since he began racing in the modified 
division in 2010. 

Like Fiore 43 years ago, Barrett is a teen- 
ager who loves auto racing. ““Tommy’s an 
awesome race driver — he’d go big time in a 
minute if he could, but he’s only 17 and still 
in high school. I help him out when I can,” 
said Fiore. 

“I still have connections, so I’ve been in- 
troducing him to some of the important peo- 


ple I know in racing. I took him to Loudon, 
N.H., in July to introduce him to some for- 
mer team members working for NASCAR 
Cup teams.” 

Fiore’s racing legacy began on an Aga- 
wam race track with an old race car. Today, 
Fiore’s force is still felt in racing with his 
former crew members now with NASCAR. 
Hooking up with Barrett could revive that 
legacy for another generation of racers. 


Remembering Riverside’s speedway

AGAWAM — Riverside Park Speedway 
is gone now, but in its heyday it was one of 
the area’s premier race tracks. At times, it 
regularly attracted 6,000 to 8,000 fans as 
well as some of the top racing teams. 

Park owner Edward Carroll Sr. built the 
Riverside Park Speedway in June 1948 
— a year before the National Association 
for Stock Car Auto Racing (NASCAR) 
was formed. Auto racing was becoming a 
popular sport following World War II, par- 
ticularly in the Northeast. 

Originally called Riverside Park Stadi- 
um, the short track was situated inside the 
Agawam amusement park where an open 
air stadium had been located. 

From midget racers to stock cars 

The first race was run on a one-quarter 
mile dirt track that was flat and had a dirt 
surface. The race featured midget racers 
and motorcycles, but during the 1950s, they 
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were replaced by modified stock cars. 

In the 1960s, the popularity of stock car 
racing exploded. Fierce rivalries developed 
on the track between drivers and off the 
track among loyal fans in the grandstands 
rooting for certain drivers. 

A signature event each summer at the 
track was the “Riverside 500”, a 500-lap 
“tag-team” race with 16 two-car teams. 
As one car pulled into the infield pit area 
for service, it would “tag” the bumper of 
a teammate’s car to signal the driver to go 
out and replace the incoming car on the 
track. 

“The 500 was one of the big races we 
would shoot for,” said Mario Fiore, a stock 
car owner who was recently inducted into 
the New England Auto Racers Hall of 
Fame as a result of his successes at Riv- 
erside. “The 500 was a very grueling race 
because it was held in July and usually 
very hot.” 

“Winning the Riverside 500 to us was 
like a NASCAR team winning the Daytona

500. Racing at the Riverside Park Speed- 
way was all we cared about,’ said Fiore. 
His more than 30-year racing career was 
tied to Riverside — winning track champi- 
onships there in 1979, 1984, and 1988. 


NASCAR takes charge 

Between the 1940s and the 1970s, stock 
cars on Northeastern tracks raced un- 
der the sanction of the United Stock Car 
Race Club. Headquartered in New Haven, 
Conn., the club was bigger than NASCAR 
during those years. It sanctioned racing at 
the Riverside speedway as well as tracks 
from the Massachusetts/New Hampshire 
border down to New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and into Maryland. 

The club had represented drivers at Riv- 
erside for most of its first two decades. But 
in the 1970s, a driver’s strike changed that. 
In 1976, NASCAR took charge of racing 
events at Riverside. 

Other physical changes to the track were 
also made during this decade, including

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changing the configuration to a larger quar- 
ter-mile oval and increasing the banking 
in the turns. Fan seating was also revised, 
with chair back seats replacing bleachers 
that had surrounded the track. 

During the 1980s a number of new rac- 
ing stars emerged who would go on to be- 
come champions in some of NASCAR’s 
top series. Veteran drivers continued their 
wins on the track, which underwent its 
second — and final — reconfiguration in the 
mid-1980s. Al5-degree banking made to 
the turns created a short but progressively 
banked track. 

The biggest change in the 1990s came 
off the track. In 1997 Riverside Park was 
purchased by Oklahoma-based Premier 
Parks, Inc., parent company of Six Flags. 
A year later Riverside Park Speedway and 
NASCAR celebrated 50 years of auto rac-

ing at the park. 

A new division also was created in 
1998. Based on the popular NASCAR 
Craftsman Truck Series, it was called, the 
Teddy Bear Pools Truck division. It was a 
big — but short-lived — hit at the track. 

The park’s 1999 season also marked the 
final season of racing at Riverside — which 
would go on to be renamed Six Flags New 
England starting in 2000. Park officials 
said that the space occupied by the speed- 
way was needed for the expansion of the 
main park and the addition of a new roller 
coaster. 

After 51 years, a tradition of racing in 
Agawam came to its final lap. The roar of 
race cars was silenced and soon replaced 
by the screams of riders on a new roller 
coaster. Racing at Riverside is now but a 
fond memory.

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Making meals healthier, more appealing 

“Healthier meals are the wave of the future 
for school lunches,” he said. It’s also part of 
the requirements of the federal Healthy Hun- 
ger-Free Kids Act of 2010. 

“Starting in 2012, the law requires us to 
use breads made from 51 percent whole grain 
and by 2013 and 2014, the requirement is go- 
ing to be 100 percent grain. So we decided 
to go right out of the gate with 100 percent 
whole grain for dinner rolls, breadsticks, and 
rolls for sandwiches. It’s going to cost extra, 
but it will pay dividends quickly in terms of 
offering healthier meals to students,’ said 
Lecuyer. 

And, in an attempt to make these healthier 
meals more appealing and appetizing to stu- 
dents, a former chef assisted Lecuyer with 
the makeover. 

Geoff Ramsey, a former chef with 30 years 
of food service experience who is a consul- 
tant with Connecticut-based School Food 
Marketing, reviewed the menu and made rec- 
ommendations for improving the cafeteria 
and the menu. 

Ramsey told the committee that the goal 
of the federal law is to reduce child obesity 
by improving the nutritional quality of all 
food in schools. He said it is one of the big- 
gest changes to the federal school nutrition 
program. And while the most visible changes 
are at the high school, the law’s requirements 
will ultimately affect the entire K-12 school 
menu. 

Ramsey said the law primarily covers 
school meals that school districts are reim- 
bursed for by the federal government. The 
meals must have a fruit or a vegetable serving 
— otherwise there is no reimbursement. 

Doubling down on vegetables 

“There are five categories for reimbursable 
meals — meats, meat alternatives, cheeses, 
beans, and vegetables. But the vegetable 
group is the one most affected by the new 
law,” said Ramsey. “The amount of vegeta- 
bles on the menu is doubling.” 

He said during each week, schools must 
serve a dark green vegetable, a red-orange 
vegetable, a legume, a starchy vegetable, or 
other type of vegetable. He added that what 
makes it more complicated is that nutrient 
content is more important than color. 

Another change affects milk. Instead of 
serving milk in 10 oz. sizes, it is now served 
in 8 oz. bottles for K-12 students. Also, only 1 
percent and fat-free flavored milks are sold. 

The law gives the U.S. Department of Ag- 
riculture (USDA) the authority to set nutri- 
tional standards for all foods sold in schools, 
including vending machines, “a la carte” 
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lunch lines, and school stores. The intent is to 
make “competitive foods” offered or sold in 
schools more nutritious. 

On top of the federal requirements, there 
is a new state law to regulate school snacks. 
“Massachusetts has gone one step further 
— and is probably the first state in the country 
to come out with a 46-page document de- 
scribing snack items schools can sell,” said 
Ramsey. 

About 15 to 20 percent of snacks usually 
sold at AHS — all the Snapple teas, sodas, and 
mineral waters — are prohibited. Addition- 
ally, at both AHS and Agawam Junior High 
School, no more snack items with more than 
200 calories are sold at the a la carte sale 
lines. 

In their place, students will find healthier 
substitutes, including water, 100 percent 
juice, milk, fruit-based snacks, such as apple 
chips, and baked chips. 


Dedicated meal-specific lines 

Cafeteria lunch lines have also been re- 
vised. While the traditional hot lunch is still 
available, the four lunch lines at AHS are now 
divided into dedicated lines for specific meal 
categories. And students can watch as many 
of their food items are made — similar to way 
some fast service restaurants operate. 

Fresh-made pizza, with 100 percent whole 
wheat crust and served with a salad, are of- 
fered at one station. Salads that can be topped 
with meat or a protein alternative are offered 
at another station. 

The last two stations — one a daily “‘cre- 
ative” specialty bar featuring items such as 
baked potatoes, tacos, yogurt, or pasta and the 
other serving made-to-order deli sandwiches 
or wraps — also give students the choice of a 
fruit or vegetable with their meal. 

The goal of the physical changes is to cre- 
ate more attractive — and enticing — serving 
and display areas. 

Approximately $15,000 was budgeted to 
re-train servers and cashiers, retrofit the caf- 
eteria to improve lighting for serving areas, 
and add new display areas for pizza and salad 
stations. 

Most of the existing kitchen equipment 
was retained, keeping down the cost of the 
redesign. However, the raw ingredients of the 
healthier food items make the meals more 
expensive — between 17 and 23 cents more 
per meal. 

To help offset the higher costs, the school 
department plans to increase its efforts to get 
more eligible students to participate in the 
federal reimbursed meal program. An ad- 
ditional 25 percent of students at AHS and 
AJHS are eligible for the program, but cur- 
rently don’t participate.

grant? There’s no cap on this...I just want 
to make sure we cap how much money the 
town spends to the cost of the grant.” 

Town officials had already prepared a Re- 
quest for Proposals and received six, which 
were short-listed to three by a review com- 
mittee consisting of Fire Chief Alan Sirois, 
Historical Commission Chairman Henry 
Kozloski, Patrick Toney, Andrew Loew 
of the Pioneer Valley Planning Commis- 
sion, and Dachos. Of the three finalists, 
the firm O’Reilly, Talbot & Okun Associ- 
ates of Springfield was the lowest bidder at 
$43,900, said Council President Christopher 
C. Johnson. 

Councilor George Bitzas called the site 
an “eyesore” and said he was in favor of the 
resolution. 

“It’s a great idea and the money is there. I 
hope the full council supports it,” he said. 

The resolution passed with 10 yes votes 
with one councilor absent. 

In other news, the city council will, at its 
next meeting, discuss a resolution to accept 
a $5,000 grant from the state Department of 
Conservation and Recreation (DCR) for the 
Agawam Fire Department, who will use the 
funds to replace and purchase equipment to 


be utilized for wildland firefighting. 

According to the application for the 
“Wildland Fire All Risk/All Hazard — Tor- 
nado Recovery Fire Assistance Grant,” the 
presence of Robinson State Park within the 
Agawam Fire Department’s service area 
“presents a unique wild fire hazard.” In ad- 
dition, the June 2011 tornado directly im- 
pacted the area, increasing hazards posed by 
hanging/damaged trees and limbs. 

As a result, Sirois applied for — and re- 
ceived — a grant in the amount of $5,000 
from the DCR to purchase 10 wildland fire- 
fighting Nomex jumpsuits, five United States 
Forest Service (USFS) Spec McLeod rakes, 
four five-gallon heavy duty fire pump (Indi- 
an tanks), and one chainsaw, 20 inch bar. 

The council will vote on accepting the 
grant at its Sept. 17 meeting.

REGION - The landscape of 
Western Massachusetts high 
school athletics will be chang- 
ing in the next year if the District 
alignment proposal released by the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic Ath- 
letic Association earlier this week 
passes. 

Among the highlights of the re- 
alignment proposals is a Division 
4 will be introduced for smaller 
schools and several prominent 
Central Massachusetts schools 
will move to Western Massachu- 
setts for tournament play.

The schools that are proposed 
to move from Central to Western 
Massachusetts are: Leominster, 
Fitchburg, North Middlesex, Quab- 
bin, Shepherd Hill, Tantasqua, 
Narragansett, Quaboag, Monty 
Tech, North Brookfield and North 
Central Essentials Charter School. 
Leominster and Fitchburg will play 
in Division 1. North Middlesex, 
Quabbin, Tantasqua and Shepherd 
Hill will all be in Division 2 with
